An Appeal for Human Decency 


* A T A TIME WHEN so many are so prone to ex- 

• press sympathy for those who represent the 
" very antithesis of democracy and at the same time 

are full of condemnation for the part played by the 
I United States, an interesting contrast has been 
' presented to a United Nations committee con¬ 
cerned with human rights. 

Mrs. Rita Hauser, speaking for the United 
States government, drew attention to “the 
; violatinn of human decency” in the treatment of 
! prisonere of war by the North Vietnamese and Viet 
' Cong. 

The convention on the protection of prisoners 
of war was concluded in Geneva in 1949 and 
! applies to “all cases of declared war or any other 
armed confUct” which may occur between any of 
the contracting parties. It is binding upon the 
1 United States )vhlch gave It ratification in 19.55, 

I the Republic of Vietnam which signed in 1953, and 
‘ upon North Vietnam which accepted it In 1957. 
There are, in all, 125 contracting parties. 

The point Mrs. Hauser was making was that 
the convention makes certain stipulations, includ¬ 
ing prisoner of war identification, the right of 
communication with families, minimum standards 
, of hygiene, diet, recreation, and repatriation of 
' sick and wounded whenever their health allows, to 
I name some of them. 

I The United States and South Vietnam have 

• acced^ to all; the North Vietnamese and Viet 
' Cong have ignored diem all. 

• Also under the terms of the convention 
' ratified by these belligerent governments is 


included the obligation of a detaining power — 
that is, a nation holding captives — to accept a 
neutral party or such an organization as the 
International Red Cross to protect the rights of the 
prisoners. TTie protecting power has the right of 
inspection of places of detention and is responsible 
for communicating to next-of-kin the names of 
prisoners, and to arrange the exchange of mail and 
delivery of parcels. 

With all these requirements the United States 
and its allies have complied, but the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong have denied all of them. 

Mrs. Hauser pointed out that more than 
^,000 Communists are prisoners of war in South 
Vietnam, and protected by the terms of the 
convention. But, she complained, their government 
had not even disclosed the number of American 
and other captives in its hands; and there was 
evidence that their treatment was far from the 
minimum of decency they had a right to expect. 
Indeed, there was corroborated testimony of the 
brutality of their custody. 

Mrs. Hauser appealed for support to influcnre 
the Communist authorities to acceptance of their 
responsibility under the convention to which they 
are signatory. At very least she sought concur¬ 
rence with the appeal of Secretary-General U 
Thant who .said on Oct. 30: 

“It is my view that the government of North 
Vietnam ought to give an international humani¬ 
tarian organization such as the League of Red 
Cross Societies access to the Americans detained in 
North Vietnam.” 

That is the minimum that should be expected. 


New Ulster Defence Force 


I N THE WAKE of all the troubles which have 
plagued Northern Ireland in recent months, the 
British government has announced formation of 
the Ulster Defence Regiment. 

This reserve unit will be an integral part of 
the British army, and on call in whole or in part to 
meet “threats of armed guerrilla-type attack" and 
to support the civil authority. But it will not be 
u^d in riot control, the' defence minister 
specifically declares. 

Formation of the regiment is intended to 
reassure the Roman Catholic section of the 
population, which did not trust the so-called B 
Specials, reserve force of the Royal Ulster 
Constabulary, claiming they were mainlv recruited 
from ampng prejudiced Protestants. The new 
regiment takes the place of the disbanding B 
Specials. 

But this gesture which was intended to 
placate, as well as bolster the confidence of the 
people in the adequacy of the protective services, 
has been greeted with nothing but scorn by such 
malcontents as Miss Bernadette Devlin, the 
troublesome MP for Mid-Ulster. 


The government admits that recruits will be 
accepted into the new regiment from the old B 
Specials. And Miss Devlin argues: "If we have a 
new force which is a unit of 6,000 men. if in the 
beginning we are going to rely on the Ulster 
Special Constabulary (B Specials) in which there 
are only 8,000 men, we are going to have the whole 
Ulster Special Constabulary in this force.” 

In other words. Miss Devlin is arguing that the 
government has done nothing but change the name 
of the Specials. 

Well, she has a point, and one upon which the 
extremists whom she leads will seize eagerly. 

But the fact is that the change is rather more 
than in the name. Recruiting will be carefully 
selective. The Ulster Defence Regiment will be 
under the direct control of the Secretary of State 
and officers of the British army, and subject, of 
course, to British military discipline. 

If it even approaches in efficiency, adapta¬ 
bility and courage the standards of Irish units 
which have contributed to British military 
tradition it will serve its purpose more than 
adequately. Most Northern Ireland people, 
however, will hope it will not be seriously tested.

Pnetponement nf the long* 
Awaited Kurapean Cammon 
Market (EKC) summit con- 
terence was a new biow to the 
staggering European c o m- 
munity.

With these, maintain normal watering 
and feeding until the plant itself signals 
the need for a rest by turning Its leaf 
lips yellow; this may happen any time 
(rf the year, and not necessarily every 
year. 


worst thing you can do for a pet plant is 
10 ginger it up with fertilizer and keep 
it growing af a Ylme when it wants to 
Iiack up and quit for a while. This is 
like keeping a sleepy child up long after 
,it» projier bedtime, 

r Complete or partial dormancy usu¬ 
ally follows a period of active growth, 
ordinarily soon after the plant quits 
blooming. Some plants pul up obvious 
signals such as the loss of leaves or the 
yellowing of the leaf tips. Others simply 
stow up, standing still and quietly 
drowsing, making no new gnnvlh and, 
of course, no flowers. 

The tuberous houseplants which 
bloom during the summer months 
begonias, gloxinias, achimines - quit 
hltviming in the late summer or fall. 
When no new (lower buds appear, the 
trick is to “wear’’ the plant gradually, 
cutting down on its water a little at a 
t'me until the totigrowth is dead and 
dry. The safest way to store these bulbs 
through their dormant season is to 
leave them In their [wts of soil, 
begonias and achimines in a cool corner 
of the basement, gloxinias at ordinary 
nx)m Irmiieratures. Gloxinias should 
have just a little water while resting — 
about half a cupful per month. 


Any of my fellow gardeners who 
have ever suffered from insomnia will- 
know only too well how human health 
can suffer when you don't get a proper 
night’s sleep. All living creatures must 
have a rest periodically humans, 
animaLs, birds, insects, fi.sh and. plants. 
When a tree drops its leaves in the 
autumn, for instanep. it is taking a well- 
earned rest recharging its batteries 
for the work ahead next season. 

Not every plant drops its leaves, of- 
course, but even the evergreens have a 
similar -although not so obvioHs, resting 
]>eriod.

The plants we call horbareous 
j)erenniala the peonies, delphiniums, 
Shasta daisies and the like - die back 
to the soil line when they take a test 
through the winter, making new toi>- 
growth in ihe spring. Tulips have their 
dormant period in midsummer a 
time oj severe drought in their native 
land and awake only when the soil 
turns cool and moist in the fall, but on 
awakening, they make growth only at 
the roots, delaying lopgrowth until 
spring. 

With another class of plants such as 
evergreen trees and shrubs, there is no 
dying down or loss of foliage; the plant 
simply stops growing for a while. 

With houseplants in particular, it Is 
most important In rememher that nature 
intends every plant to take a rest. The 


Ordinary geraniums take their rest 
In winter and will drowse happily in a 
sunny window of a very coo! room wittj 
hareiy enough water to keep the leaves 
alive. Geraniums CAN be made to 
bloom in winter hy picking off the 
flower buds in summer, hut in this case 
they need dryish soil for about three 
weeks in July to slow them up a little. 
Fancy geraniums of the Martha Wash¬ 
ington type are rested in July. 

Young plants under flowering age. 
Including geraniums from slips, don't 
need any rest and can be kept growing 
all winter.

Duncan SPEC chairman 
Kurt Horn said the anti-crc^ 
chemieal has been known for 
three years to cause deformed 
births in teit animals at a 
rate of 100 per cent. 

He said although the hi^ly 
toxic mixture has been 


was amazed that the potent 
foliage killer w^iich li.used to 
knock out food supplies In 
Vietnam Is allowed in British 
Columbia. 

Quoting from one of the 
labels on the cans stored at 
Duncan he said, “Do not store 
near fartilizerk, seeds. Insecti¬ 
cides or fungicides. Do not 


allow spray to drift to suscep¬ 
tible plants as even minute 
quantities may cause severe 
injury to cotton, beans, peas, 
tomatoes, grapes, fruit trees. 
Most legumes Including white 
dover are tisually damaged 
and under some conditions 
killed.” 

One B.C. Hydro lineman at 


Duncan said he and his 
coworkers are noL happy 
about the use of the chemical. 
He said, “We are going to 
bring it up at the next safety 
meeting with B.C. Hydro, 
officials'.” Another Hydro 
employee, directly involved 
with the spraying, said there 
have been no ill effects since 


he has been working with that 
chemical. 

He said it has been used for 
15 years. He explained, 
“About five or six years ago 
we were concerned about It 
and had It tested at UBC and 
the report that came back 
stated there would be no 
harm to humans at all.”

"A continuous succession of beautiful coastal inlets, lakes 
and rivers is being seriously degraded with increasing loads 
lit pollution, far beyond their capacity to neutralize without 
serious demands hi their ecological life support systems, " 
warned Howard English.

"What we want.” said Mr. 
Garnett, "is someone to tcU us 
— to give us directives in this 
matter.” He admitted, as he has 
in the past, that the bylaw as It 
now standis was occasionally 
broken but also reiterated his 
department had been given no 
specific direction in the nriaUer 
d prosecution.
